A New Photographic Process, 


An effective and greatly simplified 


method of producing a photographic 
representation in the form of an intaglio 
en"raving. or, as it is generally called, a 
••photogravure," is being introduced. 
Tho new method is intended to reduce 
the time occupied in the process, which 
usually takes many days to a few hours, 
and to dispense entirely with the supple- 
mentary aid of the skillful engraver. 
Its essential feature lies in the fact that
